AGRICULTURAL FEDERATION 
Rock Island, 111., Oct. 11— A feder­ 
ation of 110 agricultural societies of 
the United States may result from a 
mov ement originating at today’s ses­ 
sion of the Farm ers’ National con­ 
gress. President John M. Stahl
